These mo nkey s are said to be o n the 
way to Califo rnia. 
The idea was co nv ey ed to Mr. See­ 
ley , he say s, thro u gh the chance re­ 
mark o f a gu est made in je st 
This 
gu est was in Mr. Seeley ’s pru ne o r­ 
chard last seaso n, where there were 
a nu mber o f Japs ho pping abo u t u n­ 
der the trees picking u p pru nes. 
In 
mo v ing the Japs 
did 
no t rise, bu t 
while in a sitting po stu re ho ped fro m 
spo t to spo t 
’*What are all tho se mo nkey s do ­ 
ing?** a s k ^ the gu est 
That gav e 
Seeley the idea. He had passed so me 
y ears in Central America and had 
seen tlie many tricks—so me o f them 
sho whng a marked degree o f intelli­ 
gence, that the nativ es had tau ght the 
mo nkey s. 
Ev en In a half-wild state 
the mo nkey s sho wed themselv es to 
be great Imitato rs. No w the idea that 
they may be tau ght to pick fru it and 
pu t it in baskets has stru ck in o n 
Seeley , and he is go ing to giv e it a 
trial, he say a. 
It may pro v e practical and it may 
pro v e a practical jo ke, bu t i.e is spend­ 
ing his o wn mo ney to demo nstrate I t 
Ai^e wro te to a friend in Panama to 
send him 500 mo nkey s, and the frimid 
writes that the mo nkey s are o n the 
way . 
Seeley ho pes that these mo nk­ 
ey s will so lv e the pro blem o f the flo at­ 
ing labo r po pu latio n so mu ch desired 
by fru it gro wers du ring the picking 
seaso n, a po pu latio n 
that 
may be 
mo v ed fro m o ne o rchard to ano ther 
with little o r no ^ex pense, and will re­ 
mo v e o ne fertile cau se fo r wo rry fro m 
the path o f the gro wer. The animals 
be o rdered hav e already been partially 
trained by the 
nativ es 
o f Central 
America, and he anticipates no great 
difficu lty in teaching them to pick u p 
the fru it and later to climb the trees 
and gather it fro m the branches. 
“When the animals reach here I 
shall appo rtio n them to trainers in 
gro u ps o f 50. 
By this metho d I co n­ 
fidently ex pect that the who le lo t will 
be ready to go to wo rk In the pru ne 
o rchards this fall. 
As a m atter o f 
co u rse mu ch patience and hard wo rk 
will be necessary to transfo rm, the 
fro licso me and mischiev o u s mo nkey 
Into a trained ranch hand, bu t I hav e 
no do u bt co ncerning the u ltimate su c­ 
cess o f my pro ject. 
I kno w fro m ex ­ 
perience what mo nkey s are capable 
o f do ing, and I can see no reaso n why 
they sho u ld fail in this new line o f 
activ ity . 
“After they are fu lly tau ght I in­ 
tend to lease them to o rchardists. 
Elach leased band will be u nder the 
care o f o ne o f my assistants, who will 
be respo nsible fo r their care and at- 
rentio n. and who will also see that 
they do a fair and ho nest day ’s wo rk. 
The o nly difficu lty I see is the mo n­ 
key ’s ino rdinate fo ndness fo r fru it, 
bu t the u se o f light mu zzles will o bv i­ 
ate this.” 
Apes may be tau ght certain simple 
du ties, and in so me instance hav e 
taken the wo rk o f do mestics, su ch as 
remo v ing the dishes after a co u rse, 
lay ing the plates, placing the chairs, 


etc. 
So me hav e been tau ght to dress 
themselv es after the manner o f men. 
One o f the hardest things to do was 
to teach them to wear caps o r hats. 
This was so lv ed by ru bbing a small 
qu antity o f mo lasses o n their heads;
